since 1 *• 1 T . Follow-in™ is the ordi- 
nance ns it stands: "Any person 
who so controls a vacant lot, either 
as owner, lessee, agent or otherwise, 
who shall suffer or permit the growth 
of weeds or grass thereon contrary 
In the provisions of S.otion one 
hereof, or who -hall refuse or neg- 
lect to cut or cause to be cut such 
weeds or grass within five days af- 
ter being notified to do so by the 
Commissioner cf Health, who is here- 
by donigMtnd a- the officer who shall 
enforce the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shull be fined not less than five 
dollars or more than one hundred dol- 
lars for each offense, and u sepurat. 
and di-tinct offense shall be regard- 
ed as committed each day that such 
growth of weeds or grass is permit- 
ted to remain en such lot after the 
expiration of the notice given by the 
Commissioner .if Health." 

Section three also provides that in 
of failure t<> comply with the 
Commissioner of Health 
the weeds to be cut and 
charge expense thereof to person 
who controls the lot. 

The hay fever season is already well 
advanced, and it is too late to take 
any compulsory measures, nor should 
they be necessary. A proper appre- 
ciation of the importance of ridding 
ourselves of a nuisance, being both 
a menace to health and unsightly in 
appearance should "do the work." 
Kach property owner or tenant by 
clearing up his premises will set the 
example, and it should not be long 
before the neglected place would be 
the exception.
